MARTINEZ — A former Boy 
Scout troop leader who pieaded no 
contest to molesting four youths has 
been sentenced by Superior Court 
Judge Richard Arnason to eight 
years in state prison. 

Steven Kabeary, 35, of Martinez, 
had faced a maximum term of 13 
years in state prison for seven felo- 
ny charges of lewd and lascivious 
conduct with minors and four mis- 
demeanor child molestation 
charges. The victims were all boys. 

Deputy Probation Officer Teresa 
Frakes had recommended that Ka- 



beary be sentenced to state prison, 
despite a .letter Kabeary wrote to 
Frakes requesting probation. 

Kabeary wrote that he had volun- 
tarily sought psychiatric help and 
understood his problem, and there- 
fore deserved probation. 

Frakes* report said a psychiatrist 
diagnosed Kabeary as a pedophile, 
a person who is sexually attracted 
to children. * 

Kabeary^who led a Berkeley Boy 
Scout troop* was also an aide at Al- 
bany High School He surrendered 
to police on Oct. 19,
